JL MYSTERIOUS $1,000 NOTE.

when it conies from the press is soft and flex¬ 
ible, and wanting in tenacity. It is left in the 
beating room one day, when it is removed to 
a kiln, where it is put in crucibles,and burned 
alter the manner of burning-brick. When 
this is done, about twenty girls are kept em¬ 
ployed in putting the leads into grooves, and 
gluing on the covers; and this work is per¬ 
formed in a very rapid and systematic .style. 
The cutting of the strip is done by knives run 
by a machine, and after they are turned out 
are put into another machine, where they are 
smoothed. From there they go to tiie car¬ 
penter’s shop, where the ends are neatly cut, 
and they then pass throught the polishers’ 
hands, the printers, and the counters, and are 
finally put in boxes ready for sale.

Many years ago, Sir Charles Tichbourne, 
Butslhen, heir to theestates of his father, the 
late Sir James Tichbourne, of Tichbourne 
Park, Hampshire, suddenly left England, un¬ 
accompanied by servants, and news was short¬ 
ly afterwards received at home that the ship 
Bella, in which he had embarked, was wreck¬ 
ed off the American coast, and young Sir 
Roger was drow ned. Since I hat period the 
father has been borne to the tomb, also his 
younger and last son, Sir Alfred Tichbourne, 
at whose decease a few months ago, great 
sorrow was expressed by all the friends of 
the family that no son remained to inherit 
the vast possessions, which had descended 
to the family from a period long prior to the 
Norman conquest. Shortly after this, how¬ 
ever, all anxiety on this subject was removed 
by the announcement that the widow of Sir 
Alfred Tichbourne had given birth to a pos¬ 
thumous son and heir, and great were the 
rejoicings that ensued. 

For several years nothing positive has oc¬ 
curred to disturb the general conviction that 
Sir Roger was dead, though it has once or 
twice been rumored that he was still alive 
in the colonies. About three weeks ago, 
however, public curiosity was again kindled 
by vague rumors that the missing baronet 
was still alive, and not only alive, but that 
he might be expected with his wife shortly 
in England, as he had taken a passage from 
Australia with the view of returning to claim 
his inheritance. This rumor has received 
some confirmation by the. recent arrival of 
Australian mails, from which it would appear 
that Sir Roger is really alive, or that some¬ 
body has personated him in the colonies.— 
Thus the Wagga Wugga Express, of July 
22d, contains a circumstantia. narrative of his 
career ever since he has left England. It 
seems that “a rumor to which very little cre¬ 
dulity was attached has been current in Wag- 
ga Wagga for some months past, that a Brit¬ 
ish peer was quietly residing in our midst, 
under an assumed name. 

It now turns out that, though not quite 
correct in form, it still approximated very 
nearly to truth. He has been known to olfr 
townsmen as “ Tom Custro,” and occupied a 
very humble position in life, but recent 
events disclosed the fact that he is Roger 
Charles Tichbourne, eldest son and heir-at- 
law to the late Sir James Tichbourne, baro¬ 
net, of Tichbourne Park, Hants. To the ti¬ 
tle and estates he now succeeds, together 
with an income of between 10,0001, and 15,- 
OO0Z. a year.” A perfect history of the “new 
baronet” succeeds—of his roving disposition, 
his shipwreck, his escape minus his goods, 
his dislike to American manners, his various 
callings and travels, till he became acquainted 
with a small business in Tumut, which he 
subsequently gave up, and removed to Wag¬ 
ga Wagga, where, in the early part of the 
present year, he was married. 

It is added that “Sir Roger was acquainted 
with his father’s death, but, as he was much 
attached to his younger brother in his early 
childhood, and as he felt that his lengthened 
colonial wanderings had, in & measure, unfit¬ 
ted him for the life of an English country 
gentleman, he did not attempt to disturb the 
succession, and still continued to preserve 
his incognito. His brother Alfred is now 
dead—the strongest reason for the voluntary 
resignation of the patrimony is now remov¬ 
ed—Mr. Castro has resumed his real name 
and taken the title which belongs to him of 
right, and is now about to proceed to Eng¬ 
land. Sir Roger, we believe, was to have 
sailed by the Kalkoura, but arrived in Syd¬ 
ney a few hours too late." The Goulburn 
Herald, of the 25lh July, says:—“The mo¬ 
ther-in-law of the new baronet is Mrs. James 
Pain, a Goulburn resident, and wife of a la¬ 
boring man. Lady Tichbourne is the daugh¬ 
ter of Mrs. Pain’s first husband, who was a 
plasterer, named Bryan, and met his death 
some years ago by falling down stairs or off 
a ladder during the progress of the erection 
of a house;” and the Tumut Times, of the 
27th of August, gives further corroborative 
evidence of “ Thomas de Castro," who “ left 
Tumut, and opened a butchering establish¬ 
ment in Wagga Wagga,” with a description 
of the said “ Thomas Castro,” being no less 
a person than Sir Roger Charles Tichbourne.” 
It, however, slightly differs from the preced¬ 
ing accounts, by staling that “ not having 
been in communication with his family for 
some years, he was not aware of his good 
fortune.” Altogether, the affair appears to 
be one of the most romantic in the records 
0 f the wonderful .—London Star.

WATER THAT WILL NOT DROWN. 

All travellers, writes a correspondent, have 
mentioned with astonishment the peculiar 
buoyancy of the water of Great Salt Lake, 
and it is truly surprising. No danger of 
shipwreck need ever cross the mind of those 
ti.o for it would be simply 
impossible for them to sink if thrown over¬ 
board., With my hands clasped together un¬ 
der my head, and my feet crossed, I floated 
on the very surface of the lake with at least 
one third of my body above the water. Upon 
a warm summer’s day there would not be the 
slightest difficulty in going to sleep upon the 
lake, and allowing yourself to be blown about 
as the wind permitted ; only one would need 
an umbrella to keep off the rays of the sun. 
It has been stated that three buckets of this 
water will yield one bucket of solid salt, but 
inasmuch ns water will not hold above twen¬ 
ty-five per cent, of saline matter in solution, 
and if more be added it is instantly deposited 
upon the bottom; this estimate is, of course, 
too large. On irquiring of the Mormans 
engaged in procuring salt, they unanimously 
stated that for every five buckets of water 
they obtained one bucket of salt, which gives 
the proportion as no less than twenty per 
cent. No visitor to the lake should omit the 
bath ; the sensation of the water is most lux¬ 
urious, and leads one to think himself float¬ 
ing in the air. On the way back to the city 
it will be as well for the bather to stop at the 
superb sulphui baths just outside the town, 
and remove the incrustations which will have 
formed upon him, by a plunge into the fine 
swimming bath, whose only objection is its 
peculiar odor and its great heat, which re¬ 
quires^ large admixture of cold water.

A Stupendous Bkidgb. —The great bridge 
at Havre de Grace, Maryland, connecting the 
North and the South, is completed, and has 
been tested by a weight four times that of a 
train of loaded cars in its entire length of 
three-fourths of a mile. The bridge cost fully 
$1,600 000; its length is 3500 feet; it has 13 
supporting piers, is 25 feet high and is built in 
water from 10 to 45 feet deep. The work has 
occupied five years, engaging the services of 
from 500 to 1000 men. Fite million feet of 
lumber and three million pounds of wrought 
and cast iron were used in its construction, and 
it embraces 20,000 cubic yards of masonry.
